Moscow says Reagan lied, sanctions will fail 
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VIENNA. —■ The Soviet Union 
yesterday branded U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan a liar as the world 
took stock of the economic sanc- 
tions the American leader has im- 
posed on Moscow for its alleged 
role in the Polish crisis. • 

The reactions of Washington’s al- 
lies to the sanctions were cautious 
or; in flit case of West Germany, 

cool. . 

But the Soviet response, voiced 
through the official news agency 
Tass, was blunt and hostile, beginn- 
ing with a rejection of Reagan’s al- 
legations of direct Soviet involve- 
ment in the military clampdown in 
Poland. 

Tasfc called xhe sanctions an unac- 
ceptable contravention of accepted 
international practice towards a 
sovereign country. 

“To justify this crude act of 
Dtkfar.. Jhe head of the U^ ad- 
ministration resorted t& direct 
deceit and lies,” Tass said. . 

While Tass predicted that the 
sanctions wquld jjoI work, interest 
elsewhere concentrated on their 
possible impact on a planned multi- 
billion dollar gas pipeline from 
Siberia to .West Europe.. West 


German officials suggested that 
there was unlikely to be any im- 
mediate effect on the big project. 

' A West German spokesman said 
Bonn has strong differences of opi- 
nion with the Reagan administra- 
tion on the sanctions. 

“The Federal Government does 
not share the opinion of the U.S, 
that the Soviet Union should be 
regarded as the instigator of the im- 
position of martial law" in Poland, 
said spokesman Kurt Becker. 


In Paris, too — government of- 
ficials said France did . not plan 
economic measures against Russia 
over events in Poland, but would 
not undermine U.S. sanctions. 

Officials close to Prime Minister 
Pierre Mauroy said the Socialist ad- 
ministration would seek to ensure 
that French companies did not fill 
gaps left by Reagan's ban on high 
technology sales to Moscow.

Elections scrapped 


Poland’s military conncil 
yesterday cancelled nationwide 
elections scheduled for February, 
saying no vote could be conducted 
until the nation regains “social 
peace.” 

Meanwhile, Western journalists 
in Poland bare reported that 
Solidarity has been, smashed as a 
national organization and there is 
now little prospect of armed 
resistance to Polish military rate. 

The Polish Catholic Chnrch has 
been given a. U$t of 49 internment 
camps, and priests are allowed to 


visit most of them to say Mass and 
hear confessions, the report said. 

Church sources were quoted as 
saying that military authorities 
are dmded over what to do with 
Solidarity leader Lech Walesa, 
who has reportedly now agreed to 
talk to the authorities. 

The Chnrch is demanding that 
Solidarity be restpred — a de- 
mand also made by Pope John 
Paul II in a personal tetter to 
Poland’s military leader Gen.

Iraq says it chased

spokesman claimed. 

In Israel, the IDF spokesman said 
he would hot comment on move- 
ments of Israeli forces on land, sea 
or air.

Naam area, 432 kilometres 
southwest of Raghdad, “bui were 
intercepted and forced to retreat by 
our warplanes." There was no 
report of any aerial battle.

The U.S. will make a “special ef- 
fort” in the weeks ahead to achieve 
progress in the long-stalled Palesti- 
nian autonomy talks. Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir predicted 
yesterday. Washington would ap- 
point a presidential envoy to the 
talks, or else Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig would himself lead 
the heightened American effort to 
make progress, Shamir said. 

Israel would welcome this 
enhanced American involvement, 
but it would not allow itself to be 
pressured info concessions, the For- 
sign Minister warned. 

“Israel will make no com- 
promises," he told an enthusiastic 
Young Herut audience in Tel Aviv 
yesterday evening.* “At Camp 
David, we reached the final and ab- 
solute limit. We will honour the 
Camp David commitments, but the 
world had better know that we will 
take no more risks.” 

Shamir predicted the imminent 
American push for progress in the 
autonomy during a speech earlier in 
the day to the World Agudal Yisrael 
Executive convening in Jerusalem. 
There too, though in more 


measured tones, he warned that 
pressure on Israel would achieve 
precisely the opposite effect to that 
intended: it would make Israel more 
resolute and obdurate. 

Israel needed “a few years” in 
which lo ascertain whether in fact 
the peace with Egypt was a real and 
durable peace, “and whether our 
sacrifices were worthwhile. 

“So we must tell the U.S. and 
others who tell us now ro go further: 
slow down. We haven't finished 
with Egypt yet. We must wait for 
some years lo see if Egypt is really 
ripe for peace. We mustn't make 
any more concessions until this 
peace (with Egypt) is firmly es- 
tablished.” 

Dovetailing into Shamir's predic- 
tion of energetic U.S. diplomacy in 
the coming weeks were the reports 
from Washington that Haig is plan- 
ning a brief visit here early in 
February. There is no official con- 
firmation, but observers in 
Jerusalem point out that the 
secretary was due to spend a few 
hours in Israel a fortnight ago but 
postponed the visit because of the 
Polish crisis.- The secretary is also 
known to be planning a trip to 
Cairo.

Haig to visit Middle East

WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig is expected to 
concentrate on trying to achieve a 
breakthrough in the dragging 
Palestinian autonomy negotiations 
in his trip to the Middle East in 
February. 

Well-placed U.S. officials said 
Haig and other ILS. policymakers 
would like to reach a firm decision 
on the viability of the entire Camp 
David autonomy process — one 
way or the other — before Israel's 
final withdrawal from Sinai in April. 

Haig's mission, they said, would 
probably include some “shuttle 
diplomacy,'* as practised by his 
former boss, Henry Kissinger. 

Haig's expected visit to Israel will 
have other objectives as well. 


U.S. officials remain very con- 
cerned that Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin might “surprise” 
Washington in the coming weeks 
with some additional unilateral ac- 
tions, For example, (here is 
widespread concern here that Begin 
might move his office to East 
Jerusalem before April. 

The Americans have warned 
Begin repeatedly that the U.S. am- 
bassador in Israel would be barred 
from meeting Begin in East 
Jerusalem. 

But U.S. and Israel officials here 
yesterday confirmed that the ad- 
ministration is still likely to honour 
its commitment to Israel — made 
lost February, during the early 
stages of the Saudi A WACS debate 
■— to increase next year's military 
aid package to Israel by $300 mil- 
lion. 


Iranian group in Syria 
for talks on Gulf war

A high-ranking Iranian delega- 
tion. is due in Damascus today for 
what have been widely touted in the 
Arab world as talks with the Syrian 
leadership on ways of ending the 
Iran-lraq war. Iran has been in- 
sisting that the delegation will con- 
centrate on explaining “the vic- 
tories of the Iranian army to our 
Syrian brothers." 

Syrian President Hafez Assad is 
reported to have reached an agree- 
ment during his visit to Kuwait last 
week on a joint Syrian-Kuwaili in- 
itiative to end the war in the Gulf, 
now well into its second year. 

The war has deeply divided the 
Arab world, with Syria and Libya 
backing Iran, and Jordan and other 
Arab conservatives lining up behind 
Iraq. But Assad is now interested in 
an early resolution of this major 
source of friction, as an essential 
prerequisite to closing Arab ranks 
in the face of Israel's latest chal- 
lenge on the Golan. 

Arab diplomatic sources in the 
Gulf were quoted in a Reuter dis- 
patch from Bahrain yesterday as ex- 


pressing doubts on prospects of suc- 
cess of the proposed Syrian-Kuwaiti 
mediation, given the complexity of 
the rifts dividing several of the Arab 
States, and what they called “many 
negative factors combining against 
reconciliation.” 

Although Iraq has been respon- 
sive to past peace efforts by UN, 
non-aligned and Islamic mediators. 
Iran has consistently rejected any 
notion of a ceasefire until after Iraq 
has withdrawn all of its troops from 
the territory it captured in the first 
weeks of the war two Septembers 
ago. 

According to reports from the 
Guir, Iran's obduracy stems as 
much from the facts on the ground 
as it does from principle, with Iraq 
now clearly on the defensive in the 
face of what appears to be an in- 
creasingly effective Iranian 
cou nter-off e nsive . 

Thus; Iran's foreign minister, Ali 
Akbar Vellayati, is reported lo have 
told Iran's official news agency (! R- 
NA) yesterday that his talks in 
Damascus would not centre on 
ways of ending the 15-month-old 
war.

Law; the Government, says authority 
may be delegated to “a civil ser- 
vant” or a “public servant” but the 
courts on several occasions ruled 
that these terms do not apply to 
soldiers. 

The attorneys claimed they did 
not oppose reorganization in princi- 
ple but claimed Sharon violated 
every clause in the Civil Service 
Law: Appointments, which lays 
down how one should go about 
reorganizing -4 ministry. : For 'exam- 
ple, tho-law requires-consultations 
with the workers’ representatives — 
meaning the Histadrut — but that, 
had not been done. 

Nor did the minister honour an 
agreement he had signed with the 
workers to consult them about 
changes. 

The workers evidently feared 
their status as civilians may be 
changed to that of IDF employees, 
who are subject to the military 
code. They said they also feared 
repetition of the case when the IDF 
took over the registration of soldiers 
for compulsory service. Until 1966 
the ministry drafted new recruits, 
but then a joint army-ministry depart- 
ment was established to do so. “To- 
day we see the unit is subordinate to 
the military only. We won’t allow a 
situation whereby the entire 
ministry will face the same fate.” a 
staff committee source said.

TEL AVIV (Itim). — The trial ol 
Aharon Abuhatzeira was yesterday 
postponed pending a Supreme 
Court ruling on whether District 
Court Judge Victoria Ostrovsky- 
Cohen should be disqualifiedfrom 
continuing to hear the case. 

As the fraud trial resumed, 
defence lawyer Ram Caspi told the 
court he was withdrawing from the 
case because of a certain recent 
development. 

The second defence lawyer. 
Shlomo Toussia-Cohen. then asked 
the judge to disqualify herself. He 
claimed that at a meeting with her 
this week, when he had requested 
that the trial should resu'me earlier 
than the date agreed last Sunday, 
she had asked how long “this 
character,” meaning Abuhatzeira. 
was going to testify. 

The defence, Tdussia-Cohen said, 
considered her words a slur on the 
defendant. The trial could not con- 
tinue before a prejudiced court, he 
said. 

Toussia-Cohen also claimed that 
the judge had earlier treated witnes- 
ses, evidence and the defence Leum 
improperly. 

Ostrovsky-Cohen refused to dis- 
qualify herself, saying that if she had 
indeed made the remark attributed 
to her it meant nothing and implied 
no stand on her part. She would 
judge the case according to the law. 
she said. 

Toussia-Cohen said he would 
lodge an appeal with the Supreme 
Court, and asked that the trial be 
adjourned pending a ruling. 

State Attorney Gavriel Bach and 
District Attorney Sarah Sirotta. 
who has been leading the prosecu- 
tion, both protested against Lhe 
defence having meL alone with the 
judge. Sirotta said that in all her 
many years of practice she had 
never heard of the defence meeting 
alone with the judge and then ex- 
ploiting a private conversation in a 
bid to disqualify the judge. 

Bach said the trial had been con- 
ducted with total objectivity. 

He chained that the defence was 
again resorting to delaying tactics 
such as had been used when the ac- 
cused minister had had his 
parliamentary immunity lifted, and 
when the defence sought to have 
the trial moved to Jerusalem. 


High court 
delays trial of 
Goren’s son 


The High Court of Justice yester- 
day issued an interim injunction 
delaying the prosecution in a 
military court of Segen Avraham 
Goren, son of Chief Rabbi Shlomo 
Goren. Arguments in the petition 
are to be heard early next week. 

Goren, who serves as a deputy 
IDF chaplain in the Dan Region, is 
charged with leaving his army post 
without permission and with con- 
duct unbecoming an officer. 

His attorneys argued yesterday 
that the IDF prosecutor decided to 
press charges only because of the 
publicity surrounding the case. The 
suspicions against Goren were 
leaked to the press, they said, in 
order to damage Goren’s father. 

Goren also charged that the in- 
vestigating officer in his case and 
the prosecutor prevented him from 
cross-examining witnesses and from 
submitting evidence which would 
have proved his innocence. (Itim)

Yamit to be evacuated just before deadline

A number of ministers met 
recently with Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin and agreed that 
the Yamit area squatters should be 
allowed to remain there until just 
before the Israel withdrawal next 
April. Deputy Premier and 
Agriculture Minister Simha Ehrlich 
said last night. 

Speaking on the television inter- 
view programme Moked, Ehrlich 
said that the issue would be brought 
before the cabinet on Sunday. 

He said that the government 
would use force if necessary to 
remove the squatters, and added the 
fervent hope that such a step could 
be avoided. 

When asked whether the squat- 
ters were breaking the law, Ehrlich 
replied that any Israeli can be 
physically present in Yamit. Bui, he 
added, those who broke into houses 
and destroyed property would be 
prosecuted. 

Ehrlich also said that direct and 


indirect aid provided to the' squat- 
ters by government bodies, such as 
the Ministries of Education and of 
Religious Affairs, should be stop- 
ped. He said that he would bring the 
issue up before the cabinet for dis- 
cussion. 

He emphasized again that the 
government would honour the 
Camp David accords to the letter, 
and that the withdrawal would be 
carried out on time. 


Ben-Meir emerged from yester- 
day’s meeting looking quite confi- 
dent, and said that the Yamit set- 
tlers had signed an agreement to 
renew talks starting Sunday. The 
agreement specifies the talks will 
proceed quickly and that each set- 
tler will have the right to bring his 
case before Ehrlich, who wilt serve 
as the final arbitrator. 


At a meeting between the Yamit 
businessmen's action committee 
and a team of government 
negotiators yesterday in Tel Aviv, it 
was agreed that negotiations on 
compensation will be resumed on 
Sunday. The businessmen are 
.demanding more compensation 
than the government has so far been 
prepared to give. 

The government negotiators will 
include Agriculture Ministry 
director-general Meir Ben-Meir, 
and deputy director-genera) and 
special assistant to the minister 
Amikam Shapira. 


Ben-Meir said the settlers unders- 
tand that time is rurining out and 
that he hoped to end the negotia- 
tions in two weeks’ time. 


The Yamit action committee 
looked less optimistic after the 
meeting. Avinoam Margalit, the 
committee spokesman, said that joy 
was premature because too many 
previous agreements with the 
government had fallen apart. But he 
expressed the hope that this time 
the negotiations would bring results. 
He added that the committee would 
make every effort to cool down hot 
tempers in the town and to prevent 
violence during the negotiations.

If indeed he does come to the 
area, the autonomy talks are likely 
to be the lop item on his agenda, ac- 
cording to Israel sources. But his 
visit will also be part of a broader el- 
fort by both the U.S. and Israel to 
improve relations after the nadir 
that followed the Golan annexation 
tuu. 

This effort got off lo a good start, 
according to the Israel sources, with 
a low-key visit to Washington at the 
weekend by David Kimche. 
director-general of the Foreign 
Ministry. Kimche is understood to 
have met with Haig and other high 
administration officials. His visii 
was sei up in the wake of the public 
discord between Jerusalem and 
Washington, and his delicate task 
was to mo\e the dialogue away from 
strident rhetoric and back to 
restrained discussion. 


Shamir was not strident — but he 
was certainly forcefbl — when he 
spoke yesterday of the disparity 
between Jerusalem and Washington 
regarding how Mideast issues are 
perceived. Issues "that are most 

vital to Israel, that are its very heart 

and soul, are a mere, insignificant 
comma to the U.S.... One cannot 
begin to compare the exient of the 
damage which we could suffer to 
the marginal effect on U.S. foreign' 
relations...” 

Turning to Egypt, he blasted a 
statement by Minister of Slate for 
Foreign Affairs Butros Ghali calling 
for I'.S. pressure on Israel. 

“Those who want pressure are 
not thinking of peace... Egypt is tell- 
ing its Arab sister nations to follow 
its example and gel the territory 
they want from Israel by means 
other than war. But that is not how 
we view the purpose and spirit ol 
the Camp David agreement. Viewed 
in the way Egypt is now presenting 
it. the agreement can turn into a 
means of confrontation. Why 
shouldn't Jordan want Judea and 
Samaria, and Syria the Golan?" 

“We want peace but only in con- 
ditions that, will enable us to con- 
tinue our existence and this means 
the Golan. Judea and Samaria 
within the boundaries of Ereiz 
Yisrael.” 

Shamir voiced concern, too. over 
the absence of any “ideology or 
philosophy of peace’’ in Egypt. To 
read the Egyptian press or listen to 
the radio and TV, one would think 
nothing had happened between 
Egypt and Israel - during recent 


years. Israel was still depicted as an 
Arab-hating invader and usurper. 
Shamir said. 

Israel had repeatedly raised this 
matter in diplomatic contacts, and 
repeatedly promises had been 
made. But nothing had been 
changed. “Apparently the people 
who are instructed to make changes 
are not wholehearted about those 
changes,” Shamir surmised, noting 
that Egypt’s intellectuals were 
largely hostile to the peace with 
Israel. 

Adding to Israel's worry and 
sense of uncertainty was the 
“change of mood" discernible in 
Cairo despite President Hosni 
Mubarak's repealed protestations 
that Sadat's policies will continue. 

Shamir, wearing a skullcap, ad- 
dressed the Aguda delegates in 
Hebrew but fielded questions in 
Yiddish. He told one questioner 
that the Foreign Ministry paid scam 
heed nowadays to the party ail illa- 
tions of potential diplomats and 
thus could not appoint Agudu men 
just by dint of- their political lies. 
But he would welcome Orthodox 
men in the foreign service “if 
suitable candidates come forward." 


Special housing loans 
in Jerusalem 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Housing Minister David Levy 
yesterday announced a campaign to 
boost sales of public housing in 
Jerusalem by increasing govern- 
ment housing loans for a one-month 
period. 

Young couples, new immigrants 
and those living in overcrowded 
conditions are eligible, as of yester- 
day, for a special loan ro buy an 
apartment in Jerusalem, in addition 
to the regular housing aid. The extra 
loan amounts to IS 1 20,000 for 
purchase of a three-room flat or 
IS60.000 for a four-room flat. 

The extra loan is provided on 
condition that the flat purchased is 
being built as part of the ministry's 
public housing programme. This ex- 
cludes second-hand flats, and those 
built by private contractors or by 
ministry contractors outside the 
framework of the programme. 

The extra loan is for 20 years, is 
partially linked and carries five per 
cent interest. ' 

The firms putting up ministry 
housing in Jerusalem are offering 
special discounts during the cam- 
paign. 


Shipyard workers 
protest at Knesset 


Over 800 workers of the Israel 
Shipyards yesterday staged a stormy 
demonstration in front of the Knes- 
set to protest expected layoffs. They 
demanded that the government 
provide employment -by requiring 
Israeli shippers to build and repair 
their ships at the Haifa yards. 

The work protest began in front 
of the Treasury and then moved to 
the Knesset. There the organizers 
lost control of the crowd, and 
hundreds of workers charged the 
Knesset gate. Order was restored 
gradually as the police and the 
protest organizers were able to turn 
back the crowd without using force.

Begin promises to set up 
unit to probe baby’s death

TEL AVIV. — Jaffa's Arabs are 
demanding an official inquiry into 
the substandard housing conditions 
of hundreds of Arab families there. 

The chairman of JafTa’s Moslem 
religious trust (Wakf). Abed 
Kabub, asked Knesset speaker 
Menahem Savidor to allow him to 
appear before the Knesset or one of 
its committees to present the plight 
of Jaffa's Arabs. 

Fa rlfer this week, Kabub said, 33- 
year-old Taysir Badran of Jaffa 
committed suicide after giving up 
hope of receiving housing aid from 
Halamish, the government- 
municipal housing company. His 
suicide was the third during the past 
few months bf young Jaffa Arabs 
whose pleas for housing help were 
rejected. Kabub said. 

Kabub said that Halamish's 
“deplorable’’ treatment of Jaffa's 
Arabs reflected the altitude of the 
Tel Aviv municipality, which does 
not hide its intentions of clearing 
out the town’s Arab quarter, Ajami, 
in order to build a luxury 
neighbourhood there. 


Hundreds of Jaffa Arab familes 
live in huts which are flooded with 
every rainfall, Kabub said, adding 
that the Wakf was now clearing 
mosques and other available struc- 
tures to provide shelter for families 
whose homes are likely to be' 
flooded. 

He said the municipality claims 
that the Wakf must care for the 
Arab families, but the Wakf has no 
funds to do so.

He noted that while residents of 
other slum quarters receive permis- 
sion to demolish their- inadequate 
housing and put up new buildings, 
Jaffa’s Arabs are denied even 
renovation permits for their crumbl- 
ing homes.

Mayor Shlorao Lahat said earlier 
this month that the city is willing to 
find housing solutions for Jaffa's 
Arabs, but in other areas. The city's 
master plan for a 'residential and 
commercial quarter in Ajami re- 
quires moving out .the residents so 
that its delapidated buildings can be 
demolished.

Calls for the complete 
reorganization of the Zionist move- 
ment, the abolition of fund-raising 
organizations for Israel and a 
programme requiring of Diaspora 
youth to do a year’s voluntary ser- 
vice here were among the proposals 
made during the sixth international 
seminar on world Jewry and the 
State of Israel, which ended last 
night in Beit Hanassi. 

The meeting, conducted for some 
20 hours over the past three days 
under the auspices of President 
Yitzhak Navon, brought together 
Israel and Diaspora scholars and 
laymen from around the world. 

British Chief Rabbi Immanuel 
Jakobovits suggested that Israel 
abolish its fund-raising organiza- 
tions since the appeals for funds 
make Jews view Israelis as unfor- 
tunates. 

But Navon asserted that more im- 
portant than the money contributed 
is the identification and enthusiasm 
for Israel generated by the fund- 
raising compaigns. 

Many of the participants expres- 
sed despair about chances of long- 
term Jewish survival, both 
demographically and qualitatively. 
But Prof. Herman Bran over of the 
Ben-Gurion University of the 
Negev maintained that there was 
always hope: "A great-grandson of 
Leon Trotsky is today studying Tora 
at the Itri yeshiva in Jerusalem.” 
Prof. Simon Herman of the 
Hebrew University's Institute for 
Contemporary Jewry said that the 
World Zionist Organization has to 
be revamped because it and the 
various Zionist federations abroad 
have become irrelevant to Diaspora 
Jewry. 

Contemporary Jewry's con- 
flicting view of itself was illustrated 
by Hebrew University president 
Avraham Harman — who 
bemoaned the fact that "never 
before in our history has Jewish ig- 
norance been so great”. — and Prof. 
Ephraim Urbach — who noted that 
at no time as today have so many 
Jews studied Tora and other Jewish 
subjects. 

Navon concluded, in a message 
emphasizing the importance of aliya 
and Jewish education, that the

At yesterday’s Law Committee 
meeting, Aloni said that the present 
Knesset, elected in June, has not yet 
chosen its two representatives to the 
appointments committee. She said 
that because every previous Knes- 
set, after being elected, chose a 
fresh pair, the justice minister had 
no right to call a meeting of the ap- 
pointments committee for January 6 
unless the "Knesset chose two new 
'MK,S to serve on it. 
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One of the previous pair, Dov 
Shilansky (Likud), now represents 
the executive branch since he is a 
deputy minister, Aloni noted. The 
second, Avraham Melamed (NRP) 
reportedly does not want to carry 
on unless the plenum reiterates con- 
fidence in him a second time. 

Aloni said the public interest re- 
quired that one of the two MKs 
chosen by the Knesset represent the 
coalition and the second the opposi- 
tion. She also said the public in- 
terest required that the names of 
candidates for Supreme Court posts 
be announced beforehand, and not 
after the, appointments commit'ee 
had already chosen the new justices. 

In the U.S., she noted, various can- 
didates proposed for the judiciary 
had withdrawn^ and with good 
reason, after a negative public reac- 
tion to their proposed appoint- 
ments. 

Noting that four posts were cur-, 
rently vacant on the Supreme 
Court, Aloni said the NRP^ was 
pushing the candidacy of Ya’acov 
Ne’eman, who — if ***55, 
would become the fourth Orthodox 
justice on the court of 12. 

Aloni said that an Orthodox 
justice might conceivably be open 
to pressure in his rulings. This could 
be in the form of a rabbinical court 
order, a religious ban, or a friar 
seruv (writ of refusal). The more 
numerous the Orthodox justices on 
the Supreme Court, the greater the 
potential imbalance, she damned. 

Shilansky told The Jerusalem Post 
last night that, according to the text 
of the Judges Appointments Law, 
an MK elected to the appointments 
committee remains on it as long as 
he is in the Knesset, and until such 
time as another MK is elected in his 
place to the committee. 

Shilansky said that deputy 
ministers have the right to belong to 
Knesset committees, and in fact do 
belong, attend and take part like 
any other MK ;

Walesa reported ready 
for talks with regime 


VIENNA. — Solidarity leader Lech 
Walesa has agreed to open talks 
with the Polish martial law 
authorities, according to reports 
reaching the West from Poland. 

The reports, quoting reliable 
sources who had spoken to Walesa's 
family, said the talks had been 
scheduled to open on Monday, but 
it was not known whether they had 
in fact started. 


The man responsible for negotia- 
tions with Solidarity before the 
military crackdown. Deputy Prime 
Minister Mieczyslaw Rakowski, 
began a surprise visit to Bonn 
yesterday for talks with West 
German leaders on developments in 
Poland. He is the first senior Polish 
politician to visit the West since the 
imposition of martial law in Pdand 
on December 13. 


Meanwhile, a Polish government 
source who asked not to be iden- 
tified said Poland has room “for an 
independent trade union, indepen- 
dent of both the state employer and 
of political manipulation.” 

Warsaw radio on Tuesday an- 
nounced the arrest of 1 2 ringleaders 
of a two-week underground sit-in 
strike at the Piast coal mine, the last 


known organized resistance to 
military rule. 

It also said the number of people 
killed since the military crackdown, 
previously put at seven, had risen Lo- 
eight. 

But Solidarity and student 
sources said another man was killed 
during the suppression of a strike at 
Wroclaw Polytechnic. 

Travellers arriving in Vienna con- 
firmed official reports that most 
people returned to work on Mon- 
day after the Christmas break. 
Some said that factories were work- 
ing below capacity because of lack 
of supplies or the detention of key 
workers. 

Partial lists of detainees and their 
whereabouts have now begun cir- 
culating in Warsaw. 

A Warsaw television commen- 
tator yesterday indicated a purge in 

the Polish Communist Party when 
he said there was “an urgent need to 
remove” all elements which have, 
weakened its ‘Ties with the working' 
masses.” .. 

Meanwhile, the government will 
permit a limited opening of univer- 
sities, starting on January 8, Radio 
Warsaw said yesterday. (Reuter, 
AP) 


Crash survivors found in Colorado 


DENVER. Colorado (AP). — 
Rescue workers wading through 
deep snowdrifts in the Colorado 
Rockies Found four survivors on 
Tuesday at the site of a Christmas 
Eve airplane crash. Dozens of 
avalanches thundered down the 
mountains, and a search continued 
for a missing drier. 

The plane was found after 
volunteers on the ground and in the

Trudeau stands at political crossroads 


OTTAWA (AP). — Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau was a youthful 48 when he 
came to power, with a rose in his 
lapel and a single-minded goal on 
his agenda — to keep French 
Quebec part of Canada. 

The Canadian prime minister 
now is 62, a political legend in his 
own country and a respected 
statesman abroad. But the ex- 
hausting struggle with Quebec's 
separatists is far from over, and the 
weary Trudeau is nearing a time ot 
decision: stay on or step down. 

He dropped heavy hints recently 
that he is yearning for early retire- 
ment and has acted like a man with 
no political future. He turned a re- 
cent dinner speech into a 
ruminating but impolitic assault on 
bis audience, then jetted off to New 
York for a weekend of discoing. 

At a pre-Christmas news con- 
ference, he allowed that he has no 
immediate plans for retirement, but 


no plans to run for office again 
either. 

Canada's long-time head of 
government "retired " once before. 

In November 1979, six months 
after his Liberals were ousted by the 
Progressive Conservatives in 
national elections, the out-of-power 
Trudeau announced he would sur- 
render the party leadership to a new 
face. 

He wanted 1 to spend more time 
with his three small sons, placed in 
his custody when he and his wife, 
Margaret, separated in 1977. 

But within a month the Liberals 
resurrected Trudeau as leader for 
new elections, which they won in 
February 1980. 

Among Canadians, the perfectly 
bilingual, bicultural Trudeau has 
always inspired either love or hate. 
Many westerners regard him as a 
haughty French-Canadian intellec- 
tual. Some hard-line French 


Quebec nationalists consider him an 
agent of English Canada and pul the 
accent on his middle name, in- 
herited from his half-Scottish 
mother. 

Trudeau once told an interviewer 
he left his earlier career as a legal 
scholar and entered national 
politics for a two-fold purpose: "To 
make sure Quebec wouldn't leave 
Canada through separatism, and to 
make sure that Canada wouldn't 
shove Quebec out through narrow- 
mindedness." 

Opinion polls indicate, 
nevertheless, that more and more 
Quebecois — 29 per cent in the 
latest survey — are embracing the 
idea of seceding from Canada. 

If Trudeau steps down, the 
delicate Canada-Quebec equation 
would shift dramatically. 

Many here expect him to an- 
nounce his intentions early in the 
new year.

U.S. speaks of basing nerve gas in UK 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Some 
Pentagon officials are backing a 
proposal to base a new generation 
of U.S. nerve gas bombs in Britain, 
but the Defence Department says 
no formal recommendation has 
been put forward. 

An army official said the Pen- 
tagon's Defence Science Board 
wanted the new bombs stored at 
U.S. air bases in Britain partly 
because of concern that West Ger- 
many would resist deployment, of < 
any new chemical weapons on its. 
soil. 

“The (board’s) preferred way 
would be to base them on Great 
Britain," Assistant Deputy Army 
Secretary Amoretta Hoeber told 
Reuters during an interview on U.S. 
nerve gas research plans. 

The Pentagon issued a formal 


statement on Tuesday night denying 
the board: had recommended 
deployment of the bombs in Britain 
as part of a build-up .for possible 
chemical warfare in Europe. 

But one Pentagon official, who 
asked not to be identified, said the 
statement was not necessarily, a 
denial of Hoeber’s remarks and 
noted that the text of a board's 
report on chemical warfare was 
classified and could not be released. 

*‘t wouldn’t call it a denial.” the 
official said. “The key^ is that the 
document is classified.” 

Hoeber, a former member or the 
Defence Science Board, said the 
Pentagon had made no plans to test- 
fire the colourless and odourless 
gas, designed to attack the nervous 
system and cause suffocation within 
minutes. 


She told Reuters she warned file 
military to conduct tests of new 
nerve gas artillery shells at a proving, 
ground, in: Utah, where 6,000-sheep 
died in a nerve gas accident 13 years 
ago. 

" She said’ President Reagan was 
expected to decide in 1982 whether 
to resume nerve ,gas production, 
which was stopped after the sheep 
deaths. 

Pentagon officials said the new 
-gas was safe in storage because its 
two toxic constituents only become 
nerve gas when mixed after firing.' 

The Pentagon said the US. would 
not use chemical weapons first in a 
war and the reason for urging 
production; after a 13-year hiatus 
was to deter Soviet use of such 
weapons. 



Patrick O’Donovan, 63, correspondent 


Patrick O'Donovan, a veteran 
correspondent for the Observer,. 
died in England last Wednesday, at 
the age of 63. 

O' Donovan, a practising Roman- 
Catholic, and a graduate of Oxford, 
fought during World War II with 
the Irish Guards, reaching the rank 
of major. He joined the Observer in 
1946, and came to this country the 
following year on his first assign- 
ment as a foreign correspondent 

O'Donovan won the respect of 
Jews and Arabs alike for his fair and 
accurate reporting. "Israel is a 
realily," he cabled the Observer in 
May, 1948, when many British 
leaders still hoped that their 
withdrawal would lead to a speedy 
end of Jewish aspirations. 


Throughout bis career; 
O’Donovan covered many wars. 
“Wars cannot be made to cease by 
Ignoring them,” he wrote from here 
during the Six Day War. "People 
not only have the right to know 
about wars, they bloody well ought 
to know about them." 

■ O'Donovan reported on the 
Korean War and during the '60s he 
was one of the most respected U.S. 
scene correspondents. He combed 
Africa, Asia, and both Americas in 
search of a good story, and his 
“Marginal Comments” and foreign 
features were an inseparable part of 
The Post's international coverage. 
In Israel, he covered, among other 
events, the Eichmann trial and 
Yigael Yadin's dig at Masada.

— A three-day 
police hunt for a brown bear 
reported roaming in east London 
was called off on Tuesday night 
after a man telephoned a British 
newspaper claiming the whole inci- 
dent was a hoax. 

identifying himself as Ron and 
refusing to give his last name, the 
mystery caller told The Sun new-, 
spaper he had dressed up in a fake 
fur bearskin as a prank. 

The story made the paper's front 
page yesterday and a police 
spokesman said the hoax call was 
being taken seriously. 

“Ron” told the newspaper that he 
and three friends had plotted the 
hoax over a drink in a bar following 
press reports of two skinned and 
headless genuine bear carcasses dis- 
covered in the same area. 

The four men went out in die 
marshes on two consecutive nights 
in a bear costume they had hired for 
a Christinas party. _ 


But the prank got out of control 
after a group of teenagers reported 
they saw a “giant, great growling 
hairy bear” as they walked across 
Hackney Marshes. Giant footprints 
in the snow added credence to their 
story. 

The boys’ report prompted a 
widespread search, dubbed “Opera- 
tion Goldilocks” by the British 
press, by more than 50 policemen, 
some armed with shotguns, others 
leading tracker dogs. 

. The caller to The Sun said he was 
surprised the caper caused such 
panic. “It was meant to be a bit of a 
giggle, but the police went really 
bananas,” he was quoted as telling 
the paper. 

A police spokesman told the As- 
sociated Press that an appeal had 
been* issued to any costumiers who 
might have lured out the bearskin.' 
If caught, the hoaxer would receive 
at least “a severe talking to," he ad- 
ded.

PORTLAND. Oregon (UPI)."— A 
Russian defector jumped to his 
death from a Portland bridge,, 
depressed because he would never 
see his wife and child again, friends 
said on Tuesday.

In 1966, Nathan distributed food 
to 35 villages in the famine-struck 
Bihar province oflndia. Immediate- 
ly after the Six Day War he visited 
the Arab refugee camps in the ad- 
ministered territories, distributing 
aid to over 40,000 Arab children. 
On July 28, 1967, he again flew to 
Port Said taking with him his peace 
proposal for the Middle East. Upon 
his return to Israel, he was charged 
with violating Israeli law prohibiting 
Israelis from entering Arab 
countries. He was sentenced by the 
Tel Aviv District Court to a S400 
fine or 40 days in prison. He chose 
to donate the money to an army 
hospital and serve the jail term. 

Since then, Nathan has launched 
countless fund-raising drives and 
has undertaken many trips to help 
disaster victims in Biafra, 
Nicaragua, Lebanon, Cyprus. Kam- 
puchea and other areas. And he 
helped bring to Israel the first Viet- 
namese boat people. 

Nathan bought his 400-ton Peace 
Ship, now 42 years old, in 1969 with 
the financial help of supporters in 
Holland. He converted it into a 


floating radio station in 1973. 

At first, the Peace Ship broadcast 
a few hours of music and peace 
messages each day. During the Y om 
Kippur War, the station appealed to 
soldiers and politicians on both 
sides to stop the killing. 

Nathan aroused official protest in 
Israel when, on the second anniver- 
sary of the Yom Kippur War, he 
proposed sailing through the Suez 
Canal to distribute flowers “from 
the people of Israel to the people of. 
Egypt.” But despite the protests, 
flowers started pouring in from sup- 
porters throughout the country and 
the ship duly sailed on its peace mis- 
sion. It was turned back by Egyptian 
authorities, but' not before Nathan 
had unloaded thousands of the 
flowers at Port Said.

The Voice of Peace became semi- 
institutionalized, with Nathan 
paying income taxes to the Israeli 
Government tike a regular com- 
pany, but continuing to broadcast 
without a licence. 

Every winter, the Peace Ship has 
suffered heavy damages from 
storms, and time and again its crew 
has been stranded at sea until 
rescue boats could reach them, . . 

“For .years I have beca^asking the- 
government for permission to 
broadcast from land during the 
winter,” Nathan says. “I can’t risk 
the life of the crew any longer.

“The Voice of Peace has proved 
its reliability and has never received 
complaints — from Israelis or 
Arabs. Who else has worked 
without a licence or official recogni- 
tion for so many yean lo earn the 
right to broadcast legally?” 

Despite the fact that the station's 
future was hanging in the balance, 
Nathan continued helping others up 
to be minute. The Voice of 
Peace was still raising funds for 
needy elderly people in Jerusalem.

Woman with golden phone

A CONVENIENT NUISANCE, the 
telephone may be bringing con- 
gratulations to Martha Bertha 
Zaslani for showing what can be 
done with the instrument. Eleven 
years ago she set up a first-aid 
hotline in Jerusalem called Eran, 
with two volunteers, and it now has 
hundreds of volunteers and 
branches in Jerusalem, Tel Aviv, 
Netanya, Haifa and Beersheba. To- 
day she will receive the Yekirat 
Yerushalayim award. 

Mrs. Zaslani was born in 
Florence. She completed teachers’ 
college despite being handicapped 
by polio. In the 30’s, when Nazi in- 
fluence began to be felt in Italy, she 
gathered Jewish students in her 
home despite the law forbidding it. 

One of those students was her 
future husband, who had come from 
Palestine to study medicine. When 
he completed his studies, she 
returned home with him. 

Dr. Arie Zaslani opened a clinic 
in Jerusalem for soldiers suffering 
from shell shock, and later, together 
with colleagues, organized the 
army's psychiatric service in the 
capital. “He was always concerned 
about helping the community,” 
Mrs. Zaslani says. “He did a great 
deal of work on a volunteer basis. 
That’s why 1 felt founding a service 
tike Eran was very appropriate as a 
memorial.” 

The anonymous telephone ser- 
vice has helped Israelis through 
crises tike the Yom Kippur War, 
through times of social and 
economic tension, and through per- 
sonal difficulties with its listening 
ear and emotional support. 
Sometimes, Eran saves lives. Mere 
often, the Eran volunteer is the 
person to whom a lonely, confused 
or troubled caller can talk with full 
assurance of anonymity, confiden- 
tiality and acceptance. 


ERAN IS supported by the M inistry 
of Health and the municipalities it. 
serves. (Mrs. Zaslani adds that Eran 
in Jerusalem would never have been 
possible without the support of Ted- 
dy Kotiek.) However, in this time of 
budget cuts and rising costs, Eran 
needs more than it has. Friends of 
Eran in Italy and elsewhere help, 
but Mrs. Zaslani hopes that her be- 
ing named a Distinguished Citizen 
of Jerusalem will draw attention to, 
and more public support for, this 
important service. Funds permit- 
ting, Eran seeks an additional 
telephone line in Jerusalem, a 


special one for children and a fin 
for Arabic-speaking callers. 


Yekirat Yerushalayim isn't th< 
first award in recognition of Eran’:

Prejudice 


The Best of Berlyne 


Alex Berlyne's mind is either a fount of erudition or a 
rubbish dump, depending on your point of view. In the 
ten years "With Prejudice” has been appearing in The. 
Jerusalem Post, the column has dealt with such 
abstruse topics as Anal (a language spoken in Burma 
and Manipur), the way Shakespeare's puns crop up in 
comic postcards four centuries later, and the age-old 
question of "Who is a Sioux?” With tongue planted 
firmly in cheek. Berlyne lovingly assails nearly every 
institution hallowed by man.

THE SHERATON chain is so proud of its 
newest link, Jerusalem's King Solomon, that 
they have commissioned the interior 
-decorator to refurbish their three existing 
/Egyptian hotels and design the new Sheraton 
Alexandria. The man who so beautifully cap- 
tured the essence of the Holy City and Middle 
'East, is not an Israeli or even a Jew, but. a 
Dane based in Singapore. 

Befit Severin — greying, superbly tailored, 
conservative — grew up in Copenhagen. An 
architect by profession, he waited .six years 
for his first hotel assignment. The 360^room 
-Dan, near Kastrup airport, was completed in 
a record 12 months, proving Severin’s novel 
-theory that a hotel could be built with precast 
•elements. Each room, from walls and floors to 
Stiles and pipes, was constructed at a factory as 
* single unit. The six-ton structure was then 
transported to the site, where each week six 
^workers put together some 45 elements. 

; By the late 1960s, when Severin already had 
-to his credit many hotels in Scandinavia and 
^Europe, he was asked to design the interior of 
Singapore’s Shangri-La. It was more than just 
^another job. The Far East had always 
fascinated Severin. whose two uncles had 
3 pent part of their lives working in China. In 
fact, he liked Singapore so much he convin- 
ced his crew not to go home — "Europe 
Rooked gloomy, there wasn't much construc- 
tion going on, and the oriental grass was 
^greener." 

I Today he has offices in Kuala Lumpur, 
IBangkok, Hongkong, Jakarta, and Sri Lanka 
;as well as Singapore and Copenhagen. His 
;staff now numbers 100 and includes his wife 
; — a Frenchwoman he met on one of his 
^numerous plane trips and married after a 
[whirlwind romance. 

- In 1980 Harold Rich man. area manager of 
Sheraton Israel, began looking for someone 
special to turn the Jerusalem King Solomon 
into a hotel he dreamed would become 
'known as the most beautiful in the Middle 
;East. John Kapioltas, president of the 
Sheraton Management Corporation for 
■Europe, Africa, the Middle East and India

just completed the chain's new Century Park. 

A' few months later the Dane, having 
toured extensively and read hundreds of 
books on the Holy Land and modem Israel, 
twas busy trying to merge the local culture, 
architecture, and history into a unique hotel .

of a country," he insists, remembering with a

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ble and commissioned a sculpture fountain 
from Frank Meisier (which combines pewter, 
bronze and aluminum) to symbolize 
Jerusalem and its history. I think we achieved 
something relaxed, cool and subdued. I’m still 
looking for murals to hang over the bar, 
which like the lounge, was put in to avoid 
what is known in the trade as a "dead" lobby. 

“THE ROOMS which I wanted to be timeless 
in decor like the city, were done in oakwood. 
That goes well with Jerusalem stone. On the 
walls we used copies of David Roberts' 19th 
century etchings (of the city and its land- 


scapes). We set the lamps in earthenware pots”. 

Paul James, director of Sheraton technical 
services for Europe, Africa, the Middle East 
and India, was so impressed that he notified 
Sami Zoabi. The Lebanese national, who is 
based in Egypt, works as the Sheraton’s 
regional director. He immediately com- 
missioned Severin to renovate the elegant but 
aging Sheraton in downtown Cairo, the new 
hotel in Heliopolis, the Red Sea resort in 
Hurghada, and to build the new hotel in Alex- 
andria. Severin suspects that this Cairo con- 
nection will lead to other jobs in the Middle 
East, where Sheraton has many hotels. "But if 


people refuse to use me because I did a job 
in Israel, then their IQ is too low for me to 
work with them anyway,” he says flatly. .. 

Before he leaves this part of the world, 
however, he has still another .commission 
lined up: the Sheraton. Eilat which he envi- 
sions as a Sheraton showpiece. 

. "We are. trying to develop a resort that will. . 
also become an infrastructure for Eilat, k. 
town which lacks an entertainment centre. I 
am now trying to combine a lot of fun into the 
interiors and architecture. The hotel will have 
a western-style barbecue, gourmet restaurant, . 
steak house, a music lounge, cinema, health 


club, squash and tennis court£,* and four 
dunams of water recreation. I think it will be 
both unusual and outstanding” - 
' Severin says that with the Eilat project he 
has “perfect” working conditions. 

“For me, what This business is all aboUt is 
making people happy, making hotel 
muchj.ijce a home that you, want.tq come 
home everyday/You do it 'by experimenting 
and playing out your fantasies; But if later the 
service is not good, if the food is not superior, 
it doesn’t matter what the hotel looks like. 
The key is coordination between the 
designers, the hotel owners and managers.” 


Happy anniversaries 

Two veteran Jerusalem stores are celebrating their 

milestone birthdays. Greer Fay Cashman visited Charlotfs and Gans. 


TWO well-known Jerusalem 
business establishments are current- 
ly celebrating milestone anniver- 
saries. Gans, a long-time land-mark 
in Shlomzion Hamaika St., before it 
-moved to its present location in 
"Herzog St., is marking a century of 
experience in home furnishing; and 
Charlott, the capital's pioneer in gift 
.shops, this month observes its 
■jubilee anniversary. 

While the Gans enterprise moved 
from Vienna to Jerusalem’s Hasoreg 
-St., to Shlomzion Hamaika, to Her- 
iog. Charlott has maintained the 
,'same address for 50 years. 

; Named after its founder, Charlott 
•Stein, who on November 2. 
-celebrated her own 80th birthday, 
;the shop gives the impression of a 
■middle class salon furnished by an 
’avid collector. Some of the items 
are typical of what is available in 
;any Israeli gift shop catering to 
tourists but a guided tour by 
Charlott, reveals a treasure trove ol 
unique, one-of-a-kind pieces from 
all over the Middle East and the 
Mediterranean. Some of the hand- 
crafted necklaces and bracelets 
date back 3,000 years. Forthrightly. 
Charlott waves disdainfully at an as- 
sortment of afl-too-familiar 
merchandise and says: "This is just 
tourist junk.” Then she casts a lov- 
ing eye over ancient pottery, ex- 
quisitely engraved Persian 
metalware and a pile of traditional 
Arab hand embroideries, and her 
voice becomes a caress as she 
describes their origins, telling you 
that the best collectibles come from 


.Persia and Afghanistan. 

Age has not wearied her, nor 
have the years condemned. A small, 
compact woman with a lucid mind 
and a razor-sharp tongue, Charlott 
is in daily attendance at the shop in 
fair and foul weather despite a 
history of cardiac ailments. "I have 
a stout heart,” she asserts. In an in- 
terview with The Jerusalem Post 10 
years ago, she was quoted assaying: 
"I’m going to go on working till the 
day I die." She’s had a decade in 
which to think that over, and now 
declares "at 85, 1 will reconsider 

whether or not I will go on.” 

' Regardless of whether or not she 
remains at the helm, the shop will 
continue to operate. Earlier this 
year, Charlott came to an arrange- 
ment with Noga. one of her five 
employees, whereby Noga took 
over the leasehold of the shop from 
the Armenian owners of the 
property. The lease and the fur- 
niture are hers, but all the goods are 
Charlott’s and will be bequeathed to 
Noga in the event of Charlou's 
demise. Charlou's only blood 
relatives are some cousins who 
migrated to Jerusalem from 
America. Charlou’s “family" has 
always been the shop and those who 
worked in it. Noga had been a client 
before she became an employee. 

Berlin-born Charlott opened 
shop in Coresh St. in December. 
1931. The shop was virtually an 
island in a barren desert; die main 
post office did not exist, and until it 
went up, Charlott had a clear view 
to the King David Hotel. 


At the time, Jerusalem was just 
changing from oil lamps to. 
electricity, and Charlott’s main 
stock-in-trade was lampshades. The 
British were delighted to have ac- 
cess to something as civilized as a 
lampshade. In those d.ays, there 
were no souvenir shops in 
Jerusalem, apart 'from the shops in 
the Old City. Charlott began buying 
from Armenians and Arabs and also 
imported pottery from Italy and 
glassware from Holland. Camels, 
donkeys and horses converged on 
her shop with regularity, all laden 
with merchandise. 

When the Central European ar- 
tists and artisans arrived in 
Jerusalem in the mid 1930s, it was 
Charlott who provided them with a 
source of livelihood. 

In the beginning, Charlott 
derived an income from the British 
and from the "posh” Christian and 
Moslem families living in the Greek 
Colony. Later, the Jewish Agency 
became an important client. Joshua 
Gordon, the liaison between the 
Jewish Agency and the British Man- 
datory* authorities, would approach 
her in August with a list of 
Christmas gifts for British officers. 
The gifts were selected on the basis 
of the type of relationship which the 
Agency enjoyed with each 
recipient. 

Orde Wingate, who had 
organized the special Night Squads 
of Jewish volunteers, and who was 
widely regarded as a Christian 
Zionist and a sincere friend of the 
Yishuv, was given a beautiful Bible 


bound in parchment illustrated by a 
. map of Palestine on which all the 
areas in which Wingate had been 
helpful had been emphazied. The 
Bible had a parchment bookmark 
inscribed with biblical verses which 
were particularly meaningful to 
Wingate. 

Between 1948 and 1967, Charlott 
had no access to suppliers in the Old 
City, but within days of the 
reunification of Jerusalem, she was 
back behind the walls and many of 
the Arabs and Armenians whom she 
had known before, traced their way 
back to her premises. 

Charlou’s innate intuition for 
quality has seldom deserted her. In 
fact, the quest for quality is what 
keeps her going. “There’s nothing 
like the fun of never knowing who 
will come in next and bring you 
something which you’ve never had 
in the shop before. You have to 
swallow hard and not show your 
enchantment.” 

At Gans, the merchandise has 
changed over the years, and the ser- 
vice has been updated to include a 
computer affectionately dubbed 
Yochanan. Since November 1979, 
Yochanan has become the pen-pal 
of all Gans’ clientele, con- 
gratulating purchasers on their new 
acqutsaions and advising diem about 
deliveries of hems not in stock or 
new additions to the many items 
carried by Gans. 

The family name derives from 
centuries of dealing with goose 
feathers. Michael Gans recently 
came across an ancient manuscript 
written . by one of his forebears, 
proving that the family had been ex- 
pelled from Spain at the end of the 
fifteenth century and had been deal- 
ing in feathers since then. The 
nanuscript, by David Gans, was first 
published in 1692. 

Moving across Europe and selling, 
feathers in Czechoslovakia and 
Austria, the family opened a shop in 
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PROPHETS

Vienna in 1882 and began manufac- 
turing bedding. The business 
prospered and before long, there 
was a whole chain of Gans shops. 
With the advent of Nazism, the 
Gans family sold up and got out. 
They opened a small shop in 
Jerusalem, quickly built up a 
clientele, and then acquired a 
double-fronted two-storey shop 
around the corner. Furniture, fur- 
nishings, glassware and ceramics 
were added to their merchandise 
and again the shop became too 
small. . 

No other suitable premises were 
available in the-dty proper, so Gans 
cast around in suburbia and dis- 
covered that a shopping centre was 
about to be built in the then new 
suburb of Nayot. A contract was 
signed with the builder only three 
days before the Yom Kippur War. 
The move was scheduled for March 
1974, but the war delayed progress 


and the building was not completed 
till the end of 1975. 

Today, the shop houses more 
than 25,000 individual hems, and 
what is not on display, is recorded in 
the computer’s memory. The family 
tradition of pillows, eiderdowns and 
bediinen has been maintained, but 
is now only a very small proportion 
of the shop’s business operations. 
“Nowadays,” -says Michael Gans, 
"we do key projects whereby the 
owner of a new apartment can leave 
the key with us, go away aid pome 
back to find the apartment fully fur- 
nished, including linen in the. 
closet*” /. 

Gans has developed an extensive 
textile branch and has hundrcBs of 
fabrics for bedding, curtains, 
tablecloths and upholstery on dis- 
play. The bolts are not kept in the 
shop because there is- oik enough 
-room, but orders for fabrics can be 
met within less than a week. 


Gans* furniture selections include 
everything other than bathroom fur- 
niture. Unlike some of his com- 
petitors, Michael. Gans doesn't try!

.F YOU don't live in a glass house, 
you need artificial, electric lighting 
m your home. If you light your 
^ooms creatively and effectively you 
will promote good eyesight and 
good tempers; your furnishings will 
live and work for you and your 
family. If you light your rooms 
poorly and without careful plan- 
ning, your home will remain dull and 
*uninteresLing despite thousands of 
shekels invested in furnishings. 

Many Israeli apartments are 
rather boxy and lacking in architec- 
tural detail. Lighting schemes are an 
■excellent and fairly inexpensive way 
to create this son of detail. Unusual- 
lighting is also a way to give your 
home a unique look, to combat the 
looking-just-like-the-neighbour syn- 
drome. 

-•Each family Has unique lighting 
heeds. However, some principles 
p.pply to ail Israeli apartments and 
houses. The first rule is to plan 
lighting ahead of lime when you 
build or remodel. Many make the 
mistake of categorizing lighting as 
an afterthought, or of accepting 
whatever light points are “given” 
with the apartnent. These are never 
adequate and not planned for your 
family. 

How can the building engineer 
possibly know where you wish to 
spotlight your original* Rembrandt 
unless you tell him? Or that your 
teenager needs a special light for a 
microscopic bug collection? Or that 
the man of the house has tantrums 
because his blue sock is really 
black? Or that the gray sofa your 
friends have been admiring is really 
lavender? Or that a senior citizen 
with failing eyesight lives with you? 

Analyze lighting needs in advance 
in order to create a brilliant home. 
Note placement of switches as well. 
It is frustrating and unsafe to fumble 
in the dark for the light switch when 
entering a room. 

There are three types of lighting 
that must interact in each room: 
general illumination, task lighting, 
and accent lighting. General il- 
lumination creates the “seeing” en- 
vironment. It ensures safety and al- 
lows for conversation. Task lighting 


to enable the customer to judge not 
only the design of the lamp, but also 
the diffusion or light it creates and 
its effect on the surrounding 
furnishings.

directs light for specific purposes 
such as reading, grooming, sewing, 
cooking. Accent lighting qjotiights 
special objects or creates special ef- 
fects or moods, and is primarily 
decorative. The interaction of these 
three types erf lighting, plus natural 
light, adds up to the overall 
light/shadow atmosphere of each 
room. 

Often neglected are the lighting 
needs in the kitchen. First, be cer- 
tain that the natural light from the 
kitchen window is not shadowed by- 
cupboards or appliances. Next, a 
ceiling fixture for general illumina- 
tion is a must. Recommended wai- 
tage is about 150-200 watis in- 
candescent (2 x 30w. fluorescent) 
for the average kitchen. Task 
lighting is needed over the sink — 
about 100 watts — as well as over 
the cooking and food preparing sur- 
faces. When you stand at a kitchen 
counter, you are generally working 
in the shadows created by the wall- 
hung upper cupboards. This can 
cause eye-strain and fatigue. The 
remedy is a simple fluorescent strip 
(20-40 watts) attached to the bottom 
edge of the wall cupboards and hid- 
den by a facing to match the doors. 

An example of a well-lit kitchen is 
as follows: a ceiling plate with three 
60-watt spotlights on it, aimed at 
sink, stove, and breakfast counter: 
add fluorescent strips running the 
length of the work surfaces. You 
must think of a kitchen as a 
laboratory for food preparation, 
and light it scientifically. Good 
lighting in the kitchen makes food 


tastier, as it lessens the chances of 
misreading labels and confusing in- 
gredients. Research shows that a 
cook will fed more fatigued after 
preparing food in a poorly lit 
kitchen than in a bright, well-lif one. 

After the kitchen, the most pop- 
ular room is probably the 
livingroom, or. in Israel, the multi- 
purpose room. It is unusual to find 
an Israeli apartment with a separate 
family room. Therefore this multi- 
purpose livingroom is likely io be 
used for reading, TV watching, 
music listening, piano playing, hob- 
bies. entertaining, etc. It is also the 
room in which you display your ob- 
jets d'art for all to admire. In this 
room you will need all three types or 
lighting: general, task, and accent. 

General lighting in a multi- 
purpose room can be simplified by 
using recessed ceiling lamps or by a 
neat spotlight system. Spotlights are 
particularly flexible since they 
rotate all the way around and can 
serve as both general and accent 
lighting. Avoid hanging a suspended 
fitting in the middle of the room. 
This tends to flatten and dull the 
room. A length of chain and a ceil- 
ing hook, for example can pull the 
suspended fitting away from the 
centre of the room into a more in- 
teresting position. Install a dimmer 
switch so your general illumination 
can change moods. 

Task lighting in the multi-purpose 
room must ensure adequate il- 
lumination for every- activity. List 
everything that happens in the 
room, and be sure everyone can see 


in their use of light as part of the 
total living environment.

what they are doing. This need not 
overwhelm you, since every well- 
placed tamp can do double or triple 
duty. 

The accent lighting is the fun part 
in the livingroom. Create whatever 
mood your paintings or collections 
dictate by directing light up or 
down or bouncing it off the walls. 
Accent lighting is purely decorative. 
Its purpose is to give the room 
character, definition, and healthy 
shadows. 

Bedrooms are quite simple to 
light. Good overhead general il- 
lumination is necessary here. Avoid 
a fixture which creates too much 
shadow or too much glare. Bedside 
reading lights are a must (wall or 
ceiling mount to save space), as well 
as task lighting for studying, groom- 
ing. and hobbies. Needlework;' for 
example, requires 200 watts to pre- 
vent strain. 

In the bathroom, you need some 
general illumination on the ceiling 
— a simple globe will do — and 
good lighting for grooming near the 
mirror. The grooming lights can be 
either above the mirror or on both 
sides of the mirror (equal wattage 
on both sides). Many have cut 
themselves shaving and much 
mascara has landed on cheeks due 
to poor lighting. Bathroom lighting 
should be flattering, bright, and 
cheerful. 

Continue to analyze the lighting 
needs in each room in your home. 
Using the principles discussed here, 
be sure you have provided enough 
lighting for all activities. 

Many styles of light fittings are 
available in Israel. An added bonus 
is that they are inexpensive, and 
usually of excellent quality. Many 
firms' will custom-make light fittings 
to your exact specifications. Spot 
systems, for example, are -available 
in any shape, size, combination, or 
colour you wish. The cost is 
reasonable and the possibilities are 
limited only by your imagination. So 
light up your life and have fun do- 
ing it.

It is quite a feeling to leave a 
country as a refugee and return to it 
as a representative of one’s new 
homeland. Morris Cassouto. the 
newly appointed director of the 
Israel Government Tourist Office in 
Cairo, told The Jerusalem Post 
recently. 

Cassouto. whose office is to open 
on February 1,'had high hopes that 
by that time, he would be able to 
locale a suitable office in downtow n . 
Cairo, despite the city's severe 
property shortage. For him it will be 
going back to the city in which he 
lived and worked as an accountant 
until he was forced to leave in 1956. 

When he came to Israel, he 
recalls, his lack of knowledge ol 
Hebrew Forced him into the hotel 
business, where he started from the 
bottom, washing dishes. By 1962 he 
was the manager of Jerusalem’s 
Hoiyland Hotel and in 1970 he es- 
tablished his own management 
company, which includes the Ram 
Hotels in Jerusalem and Tel Aviv 
and the new Tsel Harim at the Dead 
Sea. His son Avi, who manages the 
Jerusalem hotel, is also chairman ol 
the Jerusalem Hotel Association. 

He will, in fact, be taking up the 
post For a year as a non-salaried 
employee, another example ol 
Tourism Minister Avraham Sharir s 
tendency to use people from the 
private sector in key_positions. Nor 
have any complaints been heard 
from the ministry employees, usual- 
ly covetous of any posting abroad. 

Cassouto noted that in recent 
talks with the Egyptians, much was 
promised at high levels. The 
problem, he said, would be to carry 
out such promises with middle level 
officialdom. Among the program- 
mes slated Tor implementation are 
joint publicity campaigns with the 
Egyptians, including television 
programmes featuring both 
countries os tourist destinations. 

In the talks, he said, the Egyp- 
tians admitted that they were disap- 
pointed in the number of tourists 
who came to their country this year, 
a situation easy to understand in the 
wake of the assassination of the late 
president Anwar Sadat.

NETANYA. — The name of the 
game should have been- “profits,” 
but it was definitely “losses." 

All 21 Israeli businessmen, 
divided into five teams,. who pitted 
their accumulated 300 years of 
business , acumen against a com- 
puter. in a “management game” 
faced bankruptcy.* . .. 

“But despite the gloomy results ” 
said Dr. Israel Nebenzahal, director - 
of this specific 'project at the 
Management Studies. Centre here, 
“in another-year I think that four of 
the teams will, start pulling out .of 
the red into the black. The fifth 
team, however, is so far behind that 
its situation appears hopeless.” 

The management games, which 
are an offshoot of the “war games” 
played by the military staffs of all 
western countries in which they try 
to outwit the. “enemy, V have been 
integrated for the first time as part 
of the three-month course given by 
the Israel Management Centre. 

. So far, the centre has given some 
45 such courses since it was founded 
fwo decades ago and graduated 
l,3QO persons. 

.The problem given to the five 
. teams was a simple one: to in- 
troduce an entirely new product to 
the Israeli market. They were given 
relevant 'information in regard ■ to 
market research, cost, of raw 
materials, methods of manufactur- 
ing and use of machines. The teams 
took decisions and fed them into the 


— owed, its “success” .to the fact 
that it launched a massive “promo- 
tion campaign,” i,e., it created a de- 
mand for its product. This team was 
headed by a member of the Israel 
Aviation Industries. .. . 

The results were analyzed by Dr. 
Shlomo Globerson, academic direc- 
tor of the centre, who pointed put 
the .mistakes each. team, had made.

— There was a sharp in- 
crease in the number of companies 
raising money on the stock ex- 
change here for the first time in 
1981, according to Meitav. a finan- 
cial consultancy firm. During 1981 
some 24 companies, old. and new, 
floated their shares compared to ten 
in 1980, and only three in 1979. 

The total amount mobilized this 
year. 1981, was $61. 3m.. compared 
to 541m. in 1980. 

The largest sum, lSIS.lm. was 
raised by 1DB Development. Olthe 
24 companies, 13 were industrial, 
four were real esLate and develop- 
ment, three were investment com- 
panies; two were services, an in- 
surance firm and a mortgage ac- 
countancy. 

In monetary terms, the industrial 
companies raised 50.34 per cent ol 
the money mobilized. Since the 
three investment companies raised 
34.54 per cent, a considerable part 
of. whicli was also invested in in- 
dustrial firms, the total amount 
nowing into industrial development 
was quite high.

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Curbing the Green Patrol 

AFTER a brief hiatus the Green Patrol is in the news again, and 
®gain for riding roughshod on the Negev Beduin. This time the news 
story hits to do with the death of a four-month old Beduin baby 
whose family, supposedly trespassing on state land, was forcibly evic- 
ted by the Green Patrol from its campsite in the Avdat area on a bit- 
terly cold morning two weeks ago. 

The baby's father was away at the time, doing duty as a tracker with 
the Israel security forces. He collected his family later from a loca- 
tion some 40 miles away. 

On Tuesday Agriculture Minister Simha Ehrlich passed on to MR 
Shulamii Afoni (Alignment) a reply to her complaint about the inci- 
dent by Aiuf (Res.) Avraham Yoffe, chairman of the Nature 
Reserves Authority, which is father to the Green Patrol. In at- 
tempting to rebut Mrs. Aloni's charges, however, Mr. YoITe’s reply 
uncannily revealed the very qualities of macho arrogance and indif- 
ference to humanity that have long been suspected in the Green 
Patrol. 

Rather than defend the lethal blitz tactics employed against a small 
group of hapless Beduin, whose case is still in the courts. Mr. YolTe 
furiously rejected accusations that had never been made, such as that 
a rock hud been hurled at the Beduin baby. Not a word of regret was 
wasted on the death of the baby: instead, the legitimate questions 
raised by Mrs. Aloni. and others, were belligerently dismissed as a 
vicious, medieval-type blood libel, no less, aimed at lawmen on 
behalf of lawbreakers. 

The besi gloss on Mr. YofTe’s rebuttal was provided by Mr. Ehrlich 
himself, who in transmitting the document to Mrs. Aloni assured her 
that he would no longer proceed by way of an exchange or such com- 
plaints and replies. “We are now." declared the agriculture minister, 
“drafting permanent internal regulations that would be binding on 
the Green Patrol. ..and deviation from which would meet with dis- 
ciplinary' action." 

This is most welcome news, if only because it reaffirms the impres- 
sion that Mr. Ehrlich is not at ail happy with the Green Patrol’s ex- 
isting procedures, or lack of them, and is planning to bring some law 
and order into the force itself. In the circumstances, however. Mr. 
Ehrlich's declaration of intent is somewhat less reassuring than it 
should have been. 

The promise of a review of Green Patrol practices was first made 
by Mr. Ehrlich some two months ago. That was in response to a plea 
by the Human Rights Association, which had been roused by reports 
of the arbitrary confiscation and destruction or Beduin goat herds. 
Mr. Ehrlich thereupon issued instructions to the Green Patrol to. in 
so many words, go easy on the Beduin. Alluding to the well-known 
fuel that the Beduin are. by and large. law-abiding citizens, and that 
many of them serve in the defence forces. Mr. Ehrlich added: 

"Israel has enough enemies. We don't have to create more of them 
with our own hands." 

Those were memorable words, coming from the deputy premier, 
and they were widely quoted, but plainly not by members of the 
Green Patrol. Last week, following the baby's death. Mr. Ehrlich 
reiterated to a Beduin delegation that he had instructed the patrol to 
show a "tolerant and liberal” approach in dealing with the Negev 
tribes, but clearly his instructions were not being obeyed. 

Whether even a wholesale revision of tactical procedures would 
have the desired elTect. is somewhat doubtful. The problem is 
strategic. The Green Patrol, a handful of brawny young men who ap- 
parently revel in their mastery of the Negev land, will always find 
protection in the nooks and crannies of the law so long as their grand 
design of ridding the Negev of all Beduin is itself not given short 
shrift. 

The relocation*of the Beduin from their present campsites in the 
shrinking Negev territory. may be the order of the day. along with a 
change in their life-styles. But there is a humane way of effecting this, 
which would do honour to Israel: the Green Patrol's way is the very 
opposite. Mr. Ehrlich must not allow himself, and his government, to 
be maneuvered into a position of shame by a Beduin-bashing Green 
Patrol. 

it is time for the deputy premier, and agriculture minister, to really 
put his fool down. 

Relics of the Galut 

IF THERE IS one Galut altitude that the Zionist, regardless of 
political stripe, loathes it is the ma yojfts posture of the fearful Jew 
who prances before the poritz to please his lord and master. Yet at the 
World Aguda's executive meeting on Tuesday, it was precisely this 
posture that was recommended by the venerable Rabbi Eliezer 
Schach in preference to the “provocation of the goyim" exemplified 
in the passage of the Golan Law. 

A worse, more self-destructive argument against the Golan Law- 
could hardly have been conceived. 

if Israel itself has one overwhelming raison d'etre it is that, for 
once, it has rid Jews of fawning upon the gentiles. Unlike the Aguda 
sage, the Zionist need not assume thal the leaders of the world are all 
"mad killers" who crave Jewish blood. It is enough for him to believe 
that a Jew is entitled, indeed duly-bound, to stand up for his rights. 

Israel would, in fact, never have been established, for fear of 
provoking the gentiles, if Rabbi Sc hach's advice had been accepted 
at the time. And it is perhaps not entirely coincidence that Agudat 
Yisrael was not especially in favour of Israel's establishment in the 
first place. 

The antidote to the ma yojfts posture, however, need not lie in the 
polar opposite of the self-righteous swagger demonstrated by Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin. Between these two extremes there is am- 
ple room for the rugged strength of reason, which used to be the 
hallmark of "classical” Zionism. It is this that is missing from the 
Golan Law. as from government policy in general. 

Neither Mr. Begin nor Rabbi Schach speaks for all members of his 
party. But. paradoxically, it is these two men who, in bizarre com- 
bination. at present hold Israel's destiny in their hands.

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Doubts about the 
security belt 

Some city planners are concerned that settlements going up 
around Jerusalem may be sapping the capital of strength, writes 
ABRAHAM RABINOVICH. 
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THE OPTIMISTS, for whom the 
future is a projection of the past, 
propose shaping a new outer 
periphery for Jerusalem in much the 
same way as a new city was built 
outside the walls of the Old City a 
century ago. 

Their opponents, for whom the 
future is a riddle, propose holding 
fast at the centre. 

With a Likud government, it is 
the optimists who are making the 
decisions and moulding a greater 
Jerusalem that is significantly alter- 
ing the physical and political 
cha racier of the region. 

The modernistic city rising in the 
desert east of Jerusalem at Ma'ale 
Adumim is the most striking 
evidence of the new matrix of satel- 
lite cities, suburban villages and 
rural settlements being developed 
and planned for the Jerusalem 
region by the government and the 
Settlement Department of the 
World Zionist Organization. 

Built on the hills straddling the 
road to Jericho, Ma'ale Adumim is 
planned by the Housing Ministry 
for 10,000 families, the first of which 
is to begin moving in in mid-1982. 
Further to the east are the industrial 
area of Mishor Adumim and mra! 
settlements, such as Mitzpe Jericho 
and Kfar Adumim. 

Settlement in the area, forced 
upon a previous Labour govern- 
ment by militant squatters a decade 
ago, has been adopted by the Likud 
government as a top national 
priority. Ironically, ideology and 
strategic considerations have little 
to do with the decisions of most who 
choose to live there. It is the 
favourable financial terms that lure 
purchasers. 

What concerns the Jerusalem 
municipality, and some government 
planners as well, is that these set- 
tlers are mostly Jerusalemites. In 
trying to buttress Jerusalem's 


strategic situation by ringing it with 
a circle of settlements, the govern- 
ment is actually sapping its strength. 
At least this is what the proponents 
of a strong inner city claim. 

"The Arabs were 25.7 per cent of 
Jerusalem's population in 1968,” 
says Ephraim Shito. coordinator of 
the virtually defunct Ministerial 
Committee on Jerusalem. “Today 
they are 29 per cent." 

It is the belief of Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon that 
Jerusalem's security lies in a ring of 
satellites that will provide a buffer, 
says Shilo. “My view is historic. The 
control of Jerusalem has been 
determined internally, not external- 
ly. The Christian sects fight each 
other over every stone. Historically, 
the micro-approach is the more 
justified." 

THE POST-1967 immigration wave 
that provided a substantial portion 
of the population of the new 
neighbourhoods built across the 
former green line has long since 
subsided. In 1980, there was in fact 
a net emigration of Jews from 
Jerusalem although natural increase 
boosted their net number by 5,000. 
In the much smaller Arab sector, 
the growth was 4.000. 

City Engineer Amnon Niv has 
been pressing for top priority to be 
given to development of a new 
1 2,000-unit neighbourhood. South 
Neve Yaacov, between Neve 
Yaacov and French Hill in northern 
Jerusalem. The city's master plan, 
he says, had envisioned a popula- 
tion of 600.000-700,000 by the year 
2C)00. The city's planners no longer 
think that figure will be reached. 

“Our main problem.” says Niv. 
“is the limited population we will 
have by 2000." Municipal leaders 
no longer voice objections on 
political grounds to the construc- 
tion of satellites in the West Bank 


around the city, but demand instead 
that the government's limited - 
resources be applied first to the city 
itself. 

“If we don't guarantee the con- 
struction of South Neve Yaacov,” 
says Shilo. “the city is divided 
between Arabs and Jews: With 
South Neve Yaacov, we will have 
100,000 Jews across the green line in 
North Jerusalem, almost as many as 
there are Arabs in East Jerusalem 

Shmaryahu Cohen, Jerusalem 
District director of the Housing 
Ministry, acknowledges that there is 
an apparent contradiction in draw- 
ing off people from Jerusalem in 
order to strengthen it — but only in 
the short run. “We have to think in 
long-range terms, and we have to 
count on immigration,” he says! 
“We've had low points in the past 
and then an unexpected upsurge. 
But even if there isn't any immigra- 
tion, we'll manage somehow." 

A prime mover in the subur- 
banization of Jerusalem is the Set- 
tlement Department of the World 
Zionist Organization, headed by 
Mattityahu Drobles. The arc of set- 
tlements around the capital is one of 
the principal features of his 
proposed plan to settle 100,000 Jews 
in the West Bank in Lhe next four 
years. 

This plan is not dependent at all 
on immigration, says the depart- 
ment spokesman, Zeev Ben-Yosef. 
“The settlements around Jerusalem 
can be populated with just 10 per 
cent of Jerusalem’s natural growth, 
even if there were no immigration,” 
he says % . * 

A Jerusalem municipal planner 
who has closely studied the situa- 
tion said that Ben-Yosers statement 
might be true if applied only to 
small rural settlements, but was 
“nonsense'' if it included Ma’ale 
Adumim and other urban com- 
munities. 
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.South of Jerusalem, a rural settle- 
ment has been proposed by the' Set- 
tlement Department at Raxnat 
Kid r on, east of Bethlehem. The 
Department also proposes ex- 
panding the Har Gflo suburb west 
of Bethlehem from its present 150 
units to 500-2,000 units. To the 
northwest of Jerusalem, suburbs are 
to be created at Radar HiQ opposite 
Ma'ale Adumim and Nebi- Samuel. 
Work is under way at Givat Ze'ev 
near Given on a suburb that wilt 
have 1,500 or more units. To the 
northeast, suburbs are planned at 
Psagot near El-Bira and Anatot at 
the edge of the Judean Desert The 
latter will reportedly have several 
thousand units. 

THE MOST striking feature in all 
the planning around Jerusalem is 
the lack of coordination between 
relevant ministries and the 
municipality. The Ministerial Com- 
mittee on Jerusalem has not yet 
been recreated liy the Likud 
government since the last elections.
